Mr, A. H.-Watts, of Tientsin, writing 
to the P. dT. Times, with reference to 
this. paragraph says:—" As‘ a resident 
and ratepayer of the ex-German Con- 
cessidn “(now under the control “ot 
the Special Bureau for Administrative 
Affairs, Tientsin) I claim that aon 
identical ‘injustice’ is being perpetrat- 
ed upon Europeans in this area’ by the 
Chinese Government.”’ as 
Our .Tientsin contemporary comments: 
| ‘The point “is well taken, but there 
is ‘much -more to it, than that. .One of 
the questions most often asked of the 
writer, while he was in America was 
how no state of affairs..under which the 
Chinese ‘taxpayer in the Shanghai Settle- 
ment was-debarred fromthe right to 


vote, could be defended.. We can reply 
most effectively, by asking and answering 
another question, That is, how it comes 
about ‘that 810,279 Chinese (in addition 
to’ 90,947 foreiguers)“are residing in a 
Foreign Settlement with a total area of 
5,583 acres, or 8} square miles, when this 
area is surrounded by Chinese territory, 
and is close to an‘ old Chinese city?
